Degrnverive Fime.—4about 10 o'clock st
night a fire occurred in the distillery of John
Monroa, situated on Troad street, near the
Germantown Rallroad crossing, The premlses,
which consisted of a two-story stone bullding
with Lrick extension, were soon enveloped in
flames, ns woll as several vats which adjoined
them. Owling Lo the scarcity of water, the
firemen were almost unavaillng and the place
wns entirely desiroyed.

Wasniseron, March 31.—In the Supreme
Court to-day Attorney-General [Hoar made a
brief argnment to show why the legal tender de-
cision should be reopened.

e was not insensible 10 the great welght of the
Judiclary, its pablle reputation dnd I8 clsms to the
confldence of the country, but & more important de-
clelon and its consequenceg, both public and private,
wns npever before pronounced. The statute on
which it was based was passed by A large majorit
in Congress, approved by the President, hoaving afl
the forms of law, and attention had been calied in
both houses to ita constitutionality,

There was this welght of anthority to begin with,
and a law substantially scquiesced in by the people
for nearly elght years, and on which millions upon
millions of dellars of contracts hwd been settied to
the great loss of patties. A statute which, so
far as hie was aware, with one exception, hil been
held constitutional by every Stute tribunal, but at s
time when by the law this court conslsted of nine
members there were seven only on the bench, there
belng two vacancles,

The question was decided here by four agalnst
three jndges, The guestion therefore stood, re-
ducing it to {18 essence, that upon 4 judiclal opinion
of asingle man the case was adjondicated,  He sug-
gested that it shonld not be left to a single man to
decida upon the whole constitutional power affect-
lnflme legislation of such an important character,
